REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens: 


Taxpayers in scanning the printed report this year 
will note that the School Board’s budget calls for nearly 
$600.00 less than last year. The estimate for high 
school tuition is less and no special appropriations are 
asked either for repairs or for a music teacher. The 
amount received for State Aid will be $60.00 more than 
last year. 

The amount raised for improving the toilets at the 
Heights School was not enough to pay for the thorough - 
job which has been done, but fortunately it has been 
possible to pay all bills from funds on hand. New 
chemical tanks and a new ventilator extending above the 
ridgepole have been put in. ‘They are practically odor- 
less. ‘They are emptied into an underground cesspool 
by merely opening a valve. They are entirely satis- 
factory. 

We have tried to secure a little time from teachers of 
music in the schools of neighboring towns, but, up to 
the present, it has been impossible to make a satisfactory 
arrangement with any of them. 

Our one new teacher, at the South Road School, is 
doing most satisfactory work. 

The outstanding feature of the Attendance Table for 
the last complete school yéar is the perfect attendance 
at the Smith’s Corner School. There was also no tardi- 
ness there from the six children who were members for 
the entire year. The attendance record for the town, 
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ninety-five per cent. is high. ‘Tardiness at the Heights 
-and at South Road was excessive, but during the twenty 
weeks of the current year the Heights School has re- 
deemed itself with only ten cases, an excellent record 
forene school of- that .size. The South Road children, 
though improving a little this year, have sixty-nine 
tardy marks in nineteen weeks. 

An entire set of new maps has been placed in the 
South Road School. A few new sets of textbooks have 
been added. We need many more reference books, 
which can be added gradually. 

In general, parents have cooperated with us and with 
the teachers to make this a successful year.
